In  North  Carolina,  the  outdoorman  may  seek  the  elusive  blue  marlin  in  the  Gulf 
Stream  that  veers  close  to  our  coast,  or,  more  than  400  miles  westward,  he  may 
stalk  the  wild  Russian  hoar. 

Between  these  extremes  there  is  other  game  in  variety,  a  condition  maintained 
by  constant  State  regulation  and  replenishment. 

Year  after  year,  more  sportsmen  come  to  North  Carolina. 

Transportation  to  and  within  the  State  is  adequate.  Principal  cities  within  easy 
access  to  famed  sports  areas  may  be  reached  by  rail,  by  airline  and  trunk  high¬ 
ways.  Within  the  State,  hard-surfaced  roads  lead  to  the  seat  of  each  of  the  100 
counties,  and  the  sportsman  is  never  far  from  modern  transportation. 
Accommodations  are  available  in  variety  to  meet  the  demands  of  all. 

District  and  county  game  protectors  are  constantly  at  the  service  of  sportsmen, 
and  experienced  guides  may  be  obtained  in  fishing  and  hunting  centers. 

Special  conditions  arise  and  conditions  sometimes  change  after  issuance  of 
guide-books;  but  at  all  times  sportsman  may  feel  entirely  free  to  consult  the 
Department  of  Conservation  and  Development  about  any  phase  of  hunting  and 
fishing  in  North  Carolina  about  which  there  is  doubt,  or  about  any  other  North 
Carolina  fact.  Detailed  information  about  seasons,  fees  and  accommodations  is 
published  in  frequently  revised  supplements  obtainable  without  cost  upon  request 
to  this  department.  Cordially,

|-| unting  in  North  Carolina  runs  the  gamut  from  migra¬ 
tory  waterfowl  along  the  Currituck  peninsula  to  big  game 
that  roams  the  wilderness  of  the  Great  Smokies. 

Principal  seasons  begin  opening  in  October. 

The  picture  of  hunting  in  North  Carolina  is  more  com¬ 
prehensive  if  divided  into  the  three  principal  regions  of  the 
State,  in  which,  due  to  climatic  variations  and  differences  in 
game  classifications,  open  seasons  vary.  These  regions  are 
the  Coastal  Plain,  which  includes  most  of  the  Sandhills,  the 
Piedmont,  and  Mountains.

COASTAL  PLAIN 

MIGRATORY  WATERFOWL  hunting  abounds  in  the  eastern 
section  of  the  state. 

Big  names  in  duck  and  goose  shooting  are  Hatteras,  Currituck, 
Lake  Mattamuskeet,  Ocracoke  and  Davis.  Currituck  and  Hatteras  are 
noted  for  all  varieties  of  ducks.  Mattamuskeet  is  unexcelled  for  goose 
shooting. 

Hatteras  is  reached  by  “beach-buggy”  bus  or  air  from  Manteo  or 
by  ferry  from  Engelhard.  Accommodations,  guide  and  blinds  can  be 
secured  through  the  Hatteras  Development  Company. 

Hunting  at  Currituck  can  be  arranged  through  local  guides  at 
Poplar  Branch,  Coinjock  and  elsewhere.  Accommodations  are  readily 
available  at  moderate  cost.  The  Currituck  region  is  located  on  N.  C. 
Highway  34  from  Elizabeth  City  and  Norfolk. 


On  Outer  Banks,  famed  for  best  duck-shooting  on  Eastern  Seaboard. 


Hunting  licenses  and  information  relative  to  migratory  waterfowl 
hunting,  guides,  accommodations,  etc.,  may  be  obtained  from  Mid¬ 
way  Filling  Station,  License  Agents,  at  Moyock  on  Route  170  out  of 
Norfolk. 

Oscar  Chadwick,  of  New  Holland,  N.  C.,  refuge  game  protector  for 
Lake  Mattamuskeet,  is  in  charge  of  guides  and  blinds  there.  Accom¬ 
modations  may  be  had  at  the  lake  or  at  nearby  New  Holland, 
Swanquarter  or  Engelhard.  A  special  daily  permit  is  required. 

Waterfowl  shooting  may  also  be  had  at  other  spots  in  the  Pamlico, 
Croatan  and  Core  Sound  regions  and  along  the  Roanoke  River. 

QUAIL  hunting  is  found  in  most  of  the  counties  of  the  Coastal 
Plain.  Best  hunting  is  in  the  inland  country  offering  feed  from  farm 
lands  and  shelter  in  swamp  or  deep  woodland.  North  Carolina  quail 
are  fast,  being  mostly  wild  stock. 

WILD  TURKEY  are  numerous,  but  the  sportsman  must  penetrate 
rough  country  to  find  them.  Probably  the  smartest  game  bird,  the 
turkey  has  an  uncanny  ability  to  elude  the  hunter.  During  the  last 
few  years  wild  turkeys  for  restocking  have  been  bred  by  the  Dept, 
of  Conservation  and  Development. 

DOVE  shooting  may  be  called  a  lazy  man’s  sport,  but  it  takes  a 
good  shot  to  wing  these  swift-dodging,  fast-flying  game  birds.  Doves 
are  seen  in  huge  flocks  in  the  farming  country. 


On  point!  Quail  abound  in  Sandhills  and  Piedmont. 


RABBITS,  FOXES  AND  SQUIRRELS  are  abundant.  Foxes  are 
hunted  in  the  Sandhills  both  by  pink  coated  huntsmen  and  informally. 

O’POSSUM  AND  RACCOON  are  hunted  at  night  in  the  wooded 
sections. 

DEER  hunting  is  especially  good  in  counties  bordering  the  coastal 
sounds  and  adjoining  counties.  Deer  are  also  plentiful  in  the  upper 
Coastal  Plain  in  the  vicinity  of  Fort  Bragg  military  reservation. 
Hoffman  Forest,  under  the  management  of  the  Forestry  Department 
of  N.  C.  State  College  at  Raleigh  is  noted  for  deer.  Special  hunts  in 
this  forest  are  arranged  each  season.  Information  is  available  locally 
or  through  the  Game  and  Inland  Fisheries  Division,  N.  C.  Dept,  of 
Conservation  and  Development,  Raleigh. 

BEAR  hunting  is  good  in  such  counties  as  Washington,  Tyrrell, 
Hyde,  and  Craven.  Swamp-bear,  not  as  large  as  the  grizzly,  but  many 
of  them  ranging  well  over  400  pounds  abound  in  the  Dismal  Swamp 
country. 


PIEDMONT 

Fall  finds  legions  of  sportsmen  taking  the  fields  and  woodlands  for 
quail,  turkey,  rabbit  and  squirrel  in  the  Piedmont  plateau  region. 

Chatham  County,  famous  for  its  rabbits,  also  has  a  generous  supply 
of  quail  and  wild  turkeys. 

The  Sandhills  resort  area  surrounding  Pinehurst  and  Southern 
Pines  offers  formal  fox  hunting,  and  many  a  reynard  has  fallen  victim 
to  the  prowess  of  huntsmen  of  the  Sedgefield  Hunt  Club  near  Greens¬ 
boro.  In  the  Sandhills,  hotels  can  supply  guests  with  dogs  and  guides. 

FIELD  TRIALS  are  growing  in  popularity.  Competitions  are  held 
annually  throughout  the  Piedmont,  and  dogs  from  all  over  America 
vie  for  honors.  On  the  cooperative  wildlife  area  in  the  Sandhills 
section  near  Hoffman,  N.  C.  there  is  an  extensive  field  trial  course. 
North  Carolina  was  one  of  the  first  states  to  sponsor  an  event  of  this 
kind. 

Generally  speaking,  quail  hunting  is  fair  to  good  in  the  Piedmont. 


Deer  are  found  from  North  Carolina's  Coast  to  Mountains.

MOUNTAIN 

BIG  GAME  is  found  west  of  the  Piedmont.  In  the  extreme  west  in 
Graham  County  are  boar,  imported  to  the  state  by  an  Englishman 
who  established  a  hunting  preserve  high  up  on  Hooper’s  Bald  near 
Robbinsville.  Boar,  buffalo,  elk  and  grizzly  bear  were  included  in  his 
strange  menagerie.  The  ambitious  scheme  collapsed,  and  the  animals 
escaped.  The  boars  thrived,  and  now  the  population  is  estimated  at 
600.  The  elk,  buffalo  and  grizzly  bears  failed  to  survive. 

Combination  boar  and  bear  hunts  are  organized  under  the  coop¬ 
erative  management  of  the  N.  C.  Game  Division  and  the  U.  S.  Forest 
Service. 

BEAR  hunting  is  good  not  only  in  the  Nantahala  section,  but 
also  in  lands  bordering  the  Great  Smoky  Mountains  National  Park. 
The  country  in  the  Mt.  Mitchell  section  is  also  noted  for  the  number 
of  black  bear  shot  each  year.  The  Blue  Ridge  Mountains  from  the 
Pisgah  section  to  the  Grandfather  region  are  good  bear  territory  also. 

DEER  are  numerous  in  Henderson  and  Macon  counties.  The  bear 
and  deer  hunts  in  Pisgah  Forest  are  famous  the  country  over.

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Channel  bass  meets  gaff 
off  lamed  Oregon  Inlet. 
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When  Hugo  Rutherfurd  caught  the  first  blue  marlin  off  Cape 
Hatteras  in  1938,  the  fishing  world  turned  its  attention  to  North 
Carolina  with  added  interest.  The  State’s  offshore  waters  already 
were  famed  for  dolphin,  amber  jack,  tuna,  wahoo,  bonito,  cero  and 
smaller  game  fish. 

In  1939,  fishing  from  Rutherfurd’s  boat  off  Hatteras,  Marshall  Dana 
boated  a  59314  pound  blue  marlin,  largest  ever  caught  north  of 
Bimini.  Since  then  the  Gulf  Stream,  veering  close  to  the  North 
Carolina  coast,  has  become  a  favorite  fishing  ground  for  these  prizes, 
but  the  major  emphasis  remains  on  fishing  requiring  less  elaborate 
gear.  Charter  boats  and  guides  are  available  at  Hatteras,  Manteo, 
Oregon  Inlet,  Beaufort,  Morehead  City,  Swansboro, Wrightsville  Beach 
and  Southport  to  take  the  sportsman  out  for  offshore  or  “inside” 
fishing.  Boats  from  Manteo  and  Oregon  Inlet  fish  in  famous  Oregon 
Inlet  for  channel  bass,  blues  and  bonito  or  go  outside  to  the  Gulf 
Stream  for  dolphin  and  other  big  game  fish. 

Off  Diamond  Shoals  lightship,  in  the  coastal  ship  lane,  boats  from 
Hatteras  troll  for  dolphin,  tuna,  bonito,  wahoo,  tarpon,  amberjack  and 


barracuda.  Similar  fish  may  be  caught  off  Morehead  City  and 
Beaufort  at  Cape  Lookout.  Bonito,  Spanish  mackerel  and  blue  fish  are 
the  principal  catches  from  boats  plying  from  Wrightsville  Beach. 
Sailfish  are  encountered  occasionally. 

Favorite  spot  with  many  salt  water  fishermen  is  Southport.  From 
there  boats  leave  for  Frying  Pan  Lightship.  Every  fish  known  to  the 
Gulf  Stream  has  been  caught  on  these  shoals  with  emphasis  on  the 
amber  jack,  dolphin  and  barracuda.  The  best  bottom  fishing  to  be 
had  anywhere  along  the  North  Carolina  coast  is  found  over  the 
shallow  reefs. 

Surf  casting  for  channel  bass  is  enjoyed  all  along  North  Carolina’s 
300-mile  coastline.  The  best  surfcasting  is  found  at  Oregon  Inlet, 
Hatteras,  Ocracoke,  in  the  Northern  section,  Cape  Lookout,  Drum, 
Bogue,  Brown  and  Bear  Inlets  near  Morehead  City  and  Beaufort; 
Topsail,  Rich,  Queen  and  Masonboro  Inlets  near  Wilmington  and 
Wrightsville  Beach  and  Baldhead  Island  off  Southport. 

Those  who  go  for  trout,  croaker  and  other  sound  water  fishing  may 
get  their  fill  in  Roanoke,  Albemarle,  Pamlico,  Core,  Bogue,  Wrightsville 
and  other  sounds  and  mouths  of  large  rivers. 

Fighting  striped  bass  (or  “rock”  as  they  are  known  locally)  are 
found  in  most  sound  fishing,  and  for  45  days  each  spring  there  is  a 
steady  run  of  these  fighters  in  the  Roanoke  River  near  Weldon.

COASTAL  PLAIN 

In  North  Carolina  there  is  surf  fishing  and  fresh  water  fishing 
within  walking  distance  of  one  another.  In  the  Currituck  section, 
prize  winning  large  mouth  bass  may  be  taken  from  the  marshes  near 
Poplar  Branch  or  Coinjock  along  with  fair  sized  robin,  crappie,  and 
perch.  Ideal  fly-rod  as  well  as  plug  casting  for  large  mouths  is  to  be 
had  in  the  shadow  of  the  Wright  Memorial  in  the  extensive  but  quiet 
waters  at  Colington,  near  Nags  Head.  Farther  north,  near  Moyock 
is  the  Northwest  River,  favorite  spot  of  many  a  bass  fisherman. 

Across  Croatan  Sound  from  Roanoke  Island,  in  what  is  known  as 
the  East  Lake-Alligator  River  section,  there  is  an  abundance  of  large 
mouth  bass.  Lake  Mattamuskeet  is  famous  for  bass,  bream  and 
crappie.  Lake  Phelps,  a  State  Park,  and  the  Roanoke  River  tribu¬ 
taries  near  Plymouth  are  tops  for  bass  and  crappie. 

In  the  Wilmington  and  Southport  sections  the  branches  of  the  Cape 
Fear  and  numerous  small  ponds  offer  fine  bass  fishing.  Orton  Pond, 
near  famous  Orton  Plantation  in  Brunswick  County,  has  been  opened 
to  the  public.  Crappie,  bass,  and  greyhead  abound  in  this  private 
lake,  for  which  special  fishing  permit  is  required. 

White  Lake,  Waccamaw  and  many  other  lakes  further  inland  offer 
bream,  crappie  and  bass  fishing.  Dealers  in  fishing  tackle  or  game 
protectors  in  eastern  North  Carolina  will  direct  the  visiting  fisherman 
to  promising  waters.

PIEDMONT 

It  is  the  bass,  bream  and  crappie  story  again  as  far  as  Piedmont 
North  Carolina  fishing  is  concerned.  Local  fishermen  will  direct 
visitors  to  potent  spots. 

Under  the  cooperative  management  of  the  N.  C.  Game  and  Inland 
Fisheries  Division  and  the  U.  S.  Fish  and  Wildlife  Service,  three  lakes 
were  opened  in  1941  on  the  wildlife  area  in  the  Sandhills  below  Pine- 
hurst  and  Southern  Pines.  Boats  are  available,  and  a  daily  permit 
costing  50  cents  is  required  in  addition  to  the  state  license.  Bream 
average  almost  a  pound  and  large  mouth  bass  run  to  five  pounds  and 
sometimes  10-pound  prize  winners  reward  the  angler. 

Inexpensive  accommodations  are  available  close  to  fishing  places. 

The  smallmouth  bass  found  in  the  south  is  the  same  fighter  as  his 
smaller  northern  cousin.  The  best  southern  smallmouth  taken  in 
1940  was  the  10  pound,  3  ounce  beauty  caught  in  Jordan’s  Pond, 
Seaboard,  N.  C.,  by  A.  L.  Durham.  The  fish  put  up  such  a  struggle 
that  Durham’s  reel  was  torn  apart  at  the  base.  This  fish  took  first 
prize  in  the  Field  and  Stream  contest.

MOUNTAIN 


Fishing  in  Western  North  Carolina  may  be  enjoyed  in  four  classes 
of  waters.  Streams  are  under  the  management  of  the  U.  S.  Forest 
Service,  cooperative  management  of  the  Forest  Service  and  the  State 
Conservation  Department,  the  National  Park  Service,  and  privately 
owned  streams  under  regulation  of  the  State. 

The  best  known  fishing  is  for  brook  or  speckled,  rainbow  and 
brown  trout.  Bass,  both  large  and  small  mouth,  fishing  is  good  in 
various  portions  of  this  part  of  the  State. 

In  the  Pisgah  National  Forest  near  Asheville,  well  stocked  streams 
such  as  the  Davidson  River,  North  and  South  Mills  Rivers  and  French 
Broad  teem  with  trout.  A  list  of  open  days  for  these  streams  is 
available  from  the  Supervisor  of  Pisgah  National  Forest  in  Asheville 
and  Nantahala  National  Forest  in  Franklin.  A  special  permit  of  $1 
plus  the  state  license  is  required.  Accommodations  may  be  had  in 
nearby  towns  and  there  are  camping  facilities  within  the  forest  area. 

Cooperative  streams  are  open  under  the  same  plan  on  the  Mt. 
Mitchell  Wildlife  area,  including  Rock,  Middle,  Mackoy,  Curtis  creeks 
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Checking  in  a  three-pounder-  at  Pisgah  Forest  station. 


and  the  South  Toe  River.  Neal’s  Creek  in  this  area  is  set  aside  for 
women  anglers  only. 

State  regulated  streams  in  the  Asheville  area  are  well  stocked  and 
may  produce  a  creel  limit  in  short  order.  One  of  the  more  famous  is 
the  Rocky  Broad  River  which  tumbles  into  Lake  Lure  beneath 
Chimney  Rock. 

State  maintained  streams  are  also  at  their  best  in  the  Sapphire 
country  around  Cashiers  and  Highlands.  The  Glenville  reservoir  near 
Cashiers,  completed  in  1941,  has  been  stocked  with  “keepers”  as  well 
as  smaller  sized  Rainbows. 

The  Santeetlah  Cooperative  Management  area  (U.  S.  Forest  Service 
— N.  C.  Department  of  Conservation  and  Development),  18  miles 
northwest  of  Robbinsville  in  Graham  County,  opens  Big  and  Little 
Santeetlah  Creeks,  with  the  checking  station  near  Low  River  Bridge. 
For  fishing  in  Bear,  Barker  and  Deep  Creeks  there  is  a  checking 
station  at  Tapoco.  This  area  is  under  the  supervision  of  Ray  C. 
Franklin,  refuge  game  protector,  Robbinsville.  Streams  are  open 
only  on  specified  dates.  Nearby  Lake  Santeetlah  and  Snow  Bird  Creek 
offer  small  mouth  bass,  pike  and  trout  fishing.

On  the  Standing  Indian  cooperative  area,  15  miles  southwest  of 
Franklin,  N.  C.,  there  are  streams  open  under  the  supervision  of 
Refuge  Protector  J.  R.  Penland  of  Rainbow  Springs,  N.  C.  Checking 
station  for  the  Nantahala  River  and  branches  is  located  at  White  Oak 
Bottoms  on  the  river  two  miles  south  of  Wallace  Gap  on  U.  S.  Highway 
64.  For  Ball  Branch  and  Shope  Fork,  the  checking  station  is  at 
Coweeta  CCC  camp,  3  miles  west  of  Otto. 

Rough  Fork  and  Camp  Branch  are  open  on  the  Wayah  area  8  miles 
west  of  Franklin,  on  the  Forest  Service  road  to  Wayah  Bald  and  is  in 
the  charge  of  Albert  Lyday,  refuge  game  protector,  Franklin. 

The  Fires  Creek  Area  is  4  miles  north  of  Hayesville.  Trout  fishing 
is  to  be  had  on  Fires  Creek  and  its  tributaries.  The  area  is  under  the 
supervision  of  Refuge  Game  Protector  Victor  Denton,  Hayesville. 

Cliffside  Lake,  between  Highlands  and  Franklin  on  U.  S.  64,  offers 
combined  recreation  and  fishing.  The  fish  are  there  but  fishermen 
must  provide  their  own  boats,  as  on  nearby  Skittles  Creek.  Refuge 
Game  Protector  Albert  Lyday  of  Franklin,  is  in  charge.  There  is  a  $1 
daily  permit  plus  the  state  fishing  license. 

Only  artificial  baits  (and  no  gang  hooks)  may  be  used  on  all  National 
Forest  streams.  Camping  permits  may  be  had  anywhere  in  the 
Nantahala  National  Forest  except  Cliffside  Lake  where  campers  are 
sent  to  nearby  Van  Hook  Glade. 

Accommodations  are  available  at  Franklin,  Andrews,  Murphy, 


Tapoco,  Hayesville  and  Robbinsville.  Additional  fishing  information 
may  be  had  from  the  U.  S.  Forest  Service,  Franklin. 

The  Great  Smoky  Mountains  National  Park  offers  some  of  the  best 
trout  and  small  mouth  bass  fishing  in  western  North  Carolina.  Small 
mouth  bass  abound  in  the  Oconalufty  River  from  the  Cherokee  Indian 
reservation  to  Smokemont,  while  rainbow,  brook  and  brown  trout  can 
be  found  in  creeks  open  for  fishing.  Streams  which  have  already 
become  famous  with  anglers  are  Deep  and  Cataloochee  creeks,  far 
back  in  the  Smokies.  Good  fishing  is  to  be  had  almost  from  the  road¬ 
side  on  Straight  Fork  and  the  Bradley  Fork  of  the  Oconalufty. 

Fishing  in  the  Great  Smoky  Mountains  National  Park  is  permitted 
with  artificial  lure  only.  A  state  license  is  required.  Additional 
information  may  be  secured  thru  the  National  Park  Service  Office 
at  Ravensford. 

On  the  extreme  western  tip  of  North  Carolina  is  Hiwassee  Lake, 
waters  backed  up  by  the  new  TV  A  dam  near  Murphy.  The  lake  is 
well  stocked  with  large  and  small  mouth  bass  and  trout. 

In  the  Grandfather  and  Banner  Elk  section  of  the  Blue  Ridge 
Mountains  north  of  Mt.  Mitchell  is  some  of  the  finest  trout  fishing  to 
be  had  on  state  managed  and  private  streams.

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There  is  no  closed  vacation  season  in  North  Carolina. 

Colleges  in  the  Southern  Conference  battle  it  out  in  the  big  three 
sports,  football,  basketball  and  baseball,  and  there  is  strong  compe¬ 
tition  in  tennis,  track,  lacrosse  and  other  minor  sports. 

Classic  of  the  football  season  is  the  annual  Duke-University  of 
North  Carolina  clash.  And  when  teams  representing  the  “Big  Five” 
(Duke,  Carolina,  N.  C.  State,  Wake  Forest  and  Davidson)  meet  each 
other  or  intersectional  rivals  there  always  is  promise  of  a  good  game. 

From  professional  baseball  clubs  throughout  the  state  many  a 
youngster  has  gone  up  to  stardom  in  the  major  leagues.  Semi-pro 
baseball  has  reached  the  highest  brackets. 

Tennis  and  golf  combine  spectator  interest  with  active  participation. 

Golf  is  played  the  year  ’round,  and  national  tournaments  are  held  at 
Pinehurst,  Southern  Pines,  Greensboro  and  Asheville.  Public  courses 
are  open  from  the  seashore  to  the  mountains,  and  guest  cards  to 
private  courses  are  obtainable  at  hotels.  (See  GOLF  IN  NORTH 
CAROLINA,  obtainable  free  of  charge  from  the  Department  of  Con¬ 
servation  and  Development.)

Riding  is  a  sport  which  follows  the  traditions  of  the  old  South. 
Many  towns  have  annual  horseshows. 

Teams  representing  various  Carolina  towns  play  polo  at  Pinehurst 
every  winter  while  fox  hunts,  both  drag  and  live,  are  held  at  Pinehurst, 
Southern  Pines  and  Sedgefield. 

In  the  mountains  of  western  North  Carolina,  dude  ranches  feature 
pack  trips.  Riders  from  Cataloochee  Ranch,  near  Waynesville,  explore 
the  Great  Smokies  on  ten  day  rides  sponsored  by  the  American 
Foresters  Association.  Other  ranches  offer  riding  in  the  Blue  Ridge 
country  around  Hendersonville  and  Asheville. 

North  Carolina  offers  a  wide  selection  of  summer  camps,  on  which 
detailed  information  is  presented  in  SUMMER  CAMPS  IN  THE  LAND 
OF  THE  SKY,  published  by  the  Asheville  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

For  the  motorist  as  well  as  the  hiker,  areas  have  been  set  aside  in 
National  Forests  and  the  Great  Smoky  Mountains  National  Park  for 
camping.  A  mild  climate  offers  a  camping  season  extending  from 
early  spring  to  late  fall.  Maps  showing  areas  for  camping  in  the 
Pisgah  National  Forest  may  be  obtained  from  the  Forest  Service  office, 
Asheville;  in  Nantahala  National  Forest,  from  the  Forest  Service 
Office,  Franklin,  N.  C.,  and  from  the  Park  Service,  Ravensford,  N.  C. 

Topnotch  hiking  in  far  western  North  Carolina  follows  the  main 
route  of  the  Appalachian  trail  riding  the  crest  of  the  Smokies  and  over 
peaks  of  the  Nantahala  range  into  the  Nantahala  National  Forest. 
There  are  trails  winding  throughout  the  Great  Smoky  Mountains

National  Park  and  leading  to  all  prominent  peaks.  National  Forest 
Service  trails  are  open  in  the  Pisgah  Forest. 

East  of  Asheville  in  the  Blue  Ridge  and  Black  Mountains,  favorite 
spots  for  hikers  include  Mt.  Mitchell,  highest  peak  east  of  the 
Mississippi  River,  and  other  peaks  in  the  Grandfather  Mountain 
region.  Youth  hostels  or  camping  areas  are  available. 

North  Carolina  maintains  ten  state  parks  and  recreational  areas 
with  camping  facilities  offered  at  all  of  them.  In  the  mountains  there 
is  Mt.  Mitchell  State  Park,  Rendezvous  Mountain  Park  near  North 
Wilkesboro,  and  Hanging  Rock  State  Park  near  Winston-Salem. 
Piedmont  state  parks  are  Morrow  Mountain  near  Albemarle,  Sandhills 
Recreation  area  below  Pinehurst  and  Southern  Pines.  Singletary  Lake 
area  is  in  Bladen  County;  and  Jones  Lake  in  the  same  county,  is  set

aside  for  Negroes.  Near  the  coast  there  is  Pettigrew  Park  on  Lake 
Phelps,  a  fine  large  mouth  bass  and  crappie  pond,  Fort  Macon  at  the 
Morehead  City-Beaufort  inlet,  which  combines  a  Civil  War  fort  in  fine 
preservation  with  a  beach,  and  at  Cape  Hatteras  is  an  area  which  will 
be  included  in  the  proposed  National  Seashore  Park.  All  state  parks 
are  easily  reached  by  car,  and  in  some  there  are  limited  camping 
accommodations.  Detailed  information  may  be  obtained  from  the 
Parks  Division  of  the  Department  of  Conservation  and  Development. 

Scenic  highways  abound.  Astride  the  ridges  of  four  of  North 
Carolina’s  great  mountain  ranges,  the  Blue  Ridge  Parkway  is  now 
nearing  completion.  It  affords  a  birds-eye  view  of  the  western  part  of 
the  State.  The  Parkway  ultimately  will  connect  the  Shenandoah 
National  Park  with  the  Great  Smokies. 

Swimming  is  a  favorite  sport  along  the  300  miles  of  beach  bounding 
the  State  on  the  East.  Nags  Head  in  the  northeast  section  near  where 
the  Wright  Brothers  made  the  first  heavier  than  air  flight,  Atlantic 
Beach  at  Morehead  City,  and  Wrightsville  and  Carolina  beaches  near 
Wilmington,  are  famous  names  with  vacationists. 

Inland  sound  waters  near  these  resorts  promote  boating  of  all  kinds. 
At  Elizabeth  City,  birthplace  of  the  mothboat,  there  is  an  annual 
regatta  for  this  tiny  sailing  craft.  Sail  and  speedboat  races  are  held 
at  Morehead  City,  Wilmington  and  Wrightsville  Beach.  Pleasure 
boats  ply  the  Inland  Waterway. 

In  western  North  Carolina  swimming  and  boating  are  enjoyed  on 
the  many  Sapphire  lakes. 

Small  craft  may  travel  the  length  of  North  Carolina’s  coast  “inside”. 
The  Inland  Waterway  traverses  more  than  300  miles  of  protected 
sound  and  river  waters,  along  which  there  are  frequent  points  afford¬ 
ing  dockage  facilities. 

More  venturesome  skippers  may  head  south  from  Albemarle  Sound, 
pass  through  Croatan  Sound  which  separates  historic  Roanoke  Island 
from  the  mainland,  and  strike  out  through  Pamlico  Sound.  This  sound 
is  more  than  30  miles  across  in  places  and  sometimes  gets  quite  rough. 

Seekers  after  thrills  regardless  can  go  “outside”  at  Oregon  Inlet  and 
get  a  close  up  of  the  dashing  waves  of  Hatteras,  get  in  some  Gulf 
Stream  fishing  without  venturing  more  than  30  miles  offshore,  visit 
lonely  crewmen  on  Diamond  Shoals  Lightship,  and  return  to  sheltered 
waters  at  a  series  of  inlets. 

Morehead  City,  Beau¬ 
fort  and  Southport  are 
the  largest  towns  direct¬ 
ly  on  the  waterway, 
although  Wilmington, 

New  Bern  and  Elizabeth 
City,  where  there  are  im¬ 
portant  boat-building 
works,  are  not  far  off, 
and  the  quaint  villages  of 
Ocracoke,  Hatteras  and 
other  small  places  like 
them  along  the  Outer 
Banks  hold  charm.

North  Carolina  presents  challenge  as  well  as  opportunity  to  camera 
artist  and  amateur  alike. 

For  movies  or  stills,  within  a  day’s  drive  is  variety  all  the  way  from 
rugged  peaks  and  waterfalls  of  the  Great  Smokies  to  sand  dunes  and 
beaches  of  the  Outer  Banks. 

The  landscape  artist  may  revel  in  illimitable  contrasts  of  plain  and 
cliff,  of  highlight  and  deep  shadow  of  detail  and  depth  that  may  be 
captured  only  with  f64,  or  bold  outlines  in  difficult  places  that  will 
yield  only  to  the  minnie. 

The  seeker  after  unusual  models  for  portraits  will  encounter  them 
off  the  highways  in  the  mountains  and  along  the  highwayless  sand 
barrier  islands  and  quaint  fishing  towns  of  the  coastal  region. 

For  marine  shots,  subjects  abound,  both  in  ocean  and  inside  waters 
where  small  craft  are  plentiful.  In  the  fall  mothboat  regattas  chal¬ 
lenge  camera  enthusiasts  to  capture  best  angles  and  shadings.  There 
is  the  stuff  salon  prints  are  made  of,  but  the  mothboat  is  an  elusive 
subject  and  professionals  admit  the  neophyte  with  folding  camera  is 
almost  as  likely  to  get  THE  picture  as  the  fellow  with  Graphic  or 
Rollieflex.
